Sir,—In presenting this the Jubilee Annual Report on the Vital Statistics of Queensland, I am 
fortunate in having to deal with a series of circumstances which taken together are more favourable 
than any coming under consideration for quite a number of years. There was a larger number of births 
recorded in 1909 than in any previous year since Separation. With the exception of the specially healthy 
cycle—1904-6—the deaths registered were fewer than for any other year of the past. twelve, whilst the 
number of marriages celebrated was indeed a record one, exceeding that for the next best year—1907— 


by 437. Thanks to a policy of assisted immigration moreover, arrivals from without the State exceeded 
the departures therefrom by more than 10,000 persons. 
favourable conditions there was, during last year, the largest population increase that has been recorded 


since 1888.

20,311 persons, as the estimated population of the Ist January of last year was 303,837 males, 254,400 
females, and 558,237 persons. The number added to the population during the first quarter was 6,215, 
of which 2,202 consisted of natural increase and 4,013 of excess of arrivals. The corresponding figures 
for the other three quarters were—Second quarter total increase, 8,978 ; excess of births, 2,412; excess of 
arrivals, 6,566; third quarter total increase, 4,339; excess of births, 2,669; excess of arrivals, 1,670; 
fourth quarter total increase, 779; excess of births, 2,741; excess of departures, 1,962. The large excess 
of immigration in the second quarter, due largely to Southern tourists seeking the more congenial climate 
of Queensland for the winter months, was counterbalanced on their return during the two following 
quarters, whilst in the fourth quarter the exodus was further added to by Queenslanders touring South 
for the summer months. 

The centesimal ratio of population increase was greater in Queensland than that for any other 
State, including the Dominion of New Zealand.

This gives a population for the Commonwealth of 4,401,199 persons, and for Australasia of 
5,384,125 persons. The former figure is based on returns as furnished or as accepted by State Statis- 
ticians, and exceeds the estimate of the Commonwealth by 27,061 persons, made up of excess by New 
South Wales of 23,767; Queensland, 5,894; Western Australia, 3,200; and a shortage by Victoria of 
5,800, South Australia and Tasmania adopting the Commonwealth estimate. 

Of the total Commonwealth population 37°39 per cent. is in New South Wales, 29°48 per cent. in 
Victoria, 13°14 per cent. in Queensland, 9°45 per cent. in South Australia, 6°29 per cent. in Western 
Australia, and 4°25 per cent. in Tasmania. ‘ 

In every State the males exceeded the females in number, but the ratio is most nearly even in 
Victoria, followed, in the order named, by Tasmania, South Australia, New South Wales, Queensland, and 
Western Australia. 

In Queensland last year there were 54°52 males and 45°48 females in each 100, the relative 
number of females to males being slightly less than in the previous years. The proportions at periods of 
five years for the past thirty years were as follow :—

_ From 1900 until last year the population of Queensland was dependent upon its natural increase 
—i.e., excess of births over deaths—for any accrued increase. If this state of things had existed from 
Separation instead of from the end of the last century only, it can be gathered from the above table 
what an insignificant position Queensland would now occupy. It is true that the natural increase was 
relatively a much more important factor in the matter than is now the case; but still it must be 
remembered that of the 335,579 persons added to the numbers during 1880-1900, no less than 182,178 
were due to excess of immigration over emigration, or 54 per cent. of the total increase ; whilst during the 
period 1901-9, of the 84,382 persons added to the population, only 7,805, or 9 per cent., were due to excess 
of arrivals; 76,577, or 91 per cent., being the result of excess of births over deaths in spite of the greatly 
declined birthrate, which, in 1880, amounted to 37 per 1,000, against 27 per 1,000 last year. Of the 
total increase to population of 20,311—10,024, or 49 per cent., was due to natural, and 10,287, or 51 per 
cent., to migration increase.

Of the total numbers 41,560 were believed to be within the City of Brisbane, 33,207 in the City 
of South Brisbane, and 68,310 in the suburbs. The proportion of the metropolitan population to the 
total population of the State was 25 per cent. That is below that for the capital city of every other 
State of the Commonwealth except Western Australia and Tasmania. There the populations of Perth 
and Hobart were only 20 and 21 per cent. of their respective States. The ratios of metropolitan to State 
population on 3ist December, 1909, were—Adelaide, 44 per cent.; Melbourne, 43 per cent.; and Sydney, 
37 per cent.

In this estimate the Commonwealth Statistician has employed, as against Queensland, the number 
of coloured aliens in this State prior to the deportation of kanakas under the Federal law. This adversely 
affects Queensland to the extent of some 7,000 or 8,000 persons, but as this number would not add to this 
State’s representation the matter is not of great moment. 
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MARRIAGES. 
The number of marriages celebrated in 1909—namely, 4,542—-very considerably exceeded that for 
any previous year. Full particulars respecting these marriages are given in a series of tables which will 
be found in the Appendix. A summary of one of these tables is contained in the following statement :—

There were 13 districts in which the marriages last year exceeded 100. In the metropolitan districts 
the number was 1,215, or 27 per cent. of all marriages. The other 12 districts, which comprise within 
their boundaries towns of chief importance, together recorded 2,188 marriages, or another 48 per cent. 
of the total marriages. Table [V. in Appendix shows marriages by districts and quarters. There were 
1,095 celebrated in the first quarter of the year, 1,186 in the second, 1,153 in the third, and 1,108 in the 
fourth. 

Marriage Rate. 


The marriage rate for 1909—that is, the number of marriages celebrated for each 1,000 of the 


population—was 7°95.

This is the highest rate recorded for twenty years. In 1889 an exactly similar rate obtained ; 
during the intervening period several fluctuations took place, dates of lowest ratios being 1893-4 and 
1903-4.

During the five years the ratios have, in Queensland, New South Wales, South Australia, and 
Tasmania, been for the most part progressive ones. Victoria has shown but little advance, whilst Western 
Australia has declined. Although for 1909 the marriage rates of both Victoria and Western Australia 
were lower than that for Queensland, on the mean of the last 5 years the latter stood at the bottom of 
the list. 


The crude marriage rate 


that is, the proportion borne by the number of marriages to the mean 
population—serves for purposes of comparison in an approximate fashion only. The condition of the 
population as to the proportion with respect to sex, age, and conjugal condition is an important question 
in determining the causes of a paucity or plethora of marriages. If either sex is largely deficient in 
number, or there is a large proportion of old, young, or persons already married, it is obvious that 
marriages will be fewer than where different conditions obtain: Some time has now elapsed since 
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information on these points was accurately determined by census. It will be evident that only those 
who are marriageable can contribute to the marriage rate. The proportion of marriageable persons 1n

Thus Victoria and Western Australia had considerably more marriageable persons to each 100 of 
the population than any of the other States. In Victoria, however, the sex proportions were nearly equal, 
whilst in Western Australia the marriageable males were two and a-half times as numerous as the 
marriageable females. The mean marriage rate of the latter was greater than that of the former, from 
which it might perhaps be inferred that the competition due to a paucity of available women tended to 
marriage, only that in Queensland, where a similar although not so pronounced position as found in 
Western Australia, existed, there was a lower marriage rate than in New South Wales, with fewer 


marriageable persons and these of equal sex number.

Appendix Table V. furnishes fuller particulars on this subject for the year 1909. Of the 4,542 
marriages celebrated last year 1,148 were according to the rites of the Church of England, 918 according 
to the Roman Catholic Church, 723 by Methodist ministers, 621 by Presbyterians, 245 by Baptists, 
156 by Lutherans, and 143 by Congregationalists, whilst those contracted according to civil law only 
numbered 198. Fewer now adopt the latter method than formerly, due chiefly, no doubt, to greater 
facilities of transport rendering clergymen more accessible, although probably a broadening of views as 
to particularity of sect and the special efforts of some ministers were both contributing causes. 


The number of members of any given communion in the population has not much bearing on the 
number of persons married by ministers of that communion. The following table illustrates this :—

The ratio of members of each religious body to the total population has not probably greatly 
changed since the last census. Assuming this, then the ministers of the two most numerous denomina- 
tions do not celebrate as many marriages as the number of their members would warrant. Church of 
England people comprise 37 per cent. of the population, but only contribute 25 per cent. of all marriages. 
The like proportions with the Roman Catholic Church were 24 and 20. Methodists formed 9 per cent. of 
the population, and their ministers celebrated 16 per cent. of the marriages. With Presbyterians the 
ratios were 11 and 14 respectively.

Fuller information will be found in Appendix Table No. VI. Of all wives 76 per cent. were native- 

born Queenslanders, and 8 per cent. more natives of some other portion of the Commonwealth, whilst of 

husbands the proportions were 60 per cent. and 15 per cent. respectively. Of the 2,725 Queensland men 

2,307 married women of this State, 160 natives of the rest of Federated Australia, and 216 women from 

the United Kingdom. Of the 886 men hailing from the United Kingdom 607 chose wives from persons 

born in the Commonwealth, and 257 selected their own compatriots. There were 69 coloured aliens 

married during 1909, of whom 48 were men and 21 were women. Of the former 35 took wives of! kindred 

race, including 18 aboriginal women, 13 being married to white wives. Four coloured alien women and 
5 aboriginal gins married white husbands.

Of the 4,542 men married, 149 were under 21 yearg of age; 1,361, or 30 per cent. of the total, 
were between 21 and 25; 1,564, or 34 per cent., were between 25 and 30; 1,355, or 30 per cent., between 
the latter age and 50; and 113 were above the latter age. Of all husbands 3,442, or 76 per cent., married 
wives younger than themselves, whilst in 178 instances the wife’s age exceeded that of her husband by 
5 or more years. Reference to Appendix Table VIL. discloses several instances of great disparity as to age 
between husband and wife, as also a number of cases of child marriages. There were 14 girls of less than 
16 years of age married in 1909. Of these 5 were a full year younger. The latter were all married to 
quite young oe one each to men of 20, 21, and 23, and two to youths of 22. One child of 15 was 
married to a man 39, and one to a man 2 years younger. One girl of 17 and two of 21 married husbands 
of 52 years of age. One young woman of 24 was joined to a man of 75. On the other hand, two youths 
of 20 married women 9 and 10 years older than themselves, whilst three young men of 21 chose brides of 
33, 40, and 43 years respectively. The united ages of three couples exceeded 140 years—namely, one of 
140, and two of 148. 
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The mean age at marriage in Queensland is about 29 years for men and 25 for women, and the 


mean age for first marriages is about 1 year younger In each Case.

A glance at the above table shows that the average age at marriage has slightly advanced during 
the last 30 years. The greatest difference has been with regard to women, but the mean age for men has 
shown some slight advance; also the age of wives has advanced at a greater rate than that for husbands, 
and more especially when it is noted that the advance has been greater in the case of re-marriages rather 
than of first marriages, it points to the fact that widows are now somewhat less prone to re-marry, 
probably because a woman can now more easily make a living for herself and her children than was 


possible thirty years ago.

Of the 9,084 persons married in 1909, 8,504, or 94 per cent., were entering upon married life for 
the first time. Of the latter 4,255, or 93°68 per cent. of all husbands, were bachelors, and 4,249, or 93°55 
per cent. of all wives, were spinsters, so that the number of each sex not previously married was practically 
equal, and therefore also was the number of widowers and widows. Of the 4,255 bachelors married in 
1909, 4,060 selected spinsters, and 191 were married to widows. 


There were 15 divorced persons re-married last year, 8 men and 7 women. The number of divorces

Of course, persons divorced in Queensland may be re-married elsewhere ; and, on the other hand, 
some divorced persons married here had their marriages dissolved beyond the State. These, however, 
may be assumed to balance one another. On this hypothesis, on the figures for 1909, one-half of all 
persons divorced may be said to remarry. Taken over the ten years shown in the above table, the 
proportion is considerably greater—namely, 60 per cent.

Rather more than one person out of each 100 married had not sufficient education to sign their 
marriage certificate. Although this test is now somewhat antiquated as a means of ascertaining the 
degree of education of the people, yet records on the point over a number of years illustrate the great

The foregoing affords an interesting instance of the great variations, having apparently no 


sufficient reason, that may at times affect natural causes which are generally of an approximately 


constant character, even when such causes are present in comparatively large numbers. 


For each of 


the years 1902 and 1904 the number of births was just over 14,000 a figure approximately representative 


of the number for several surrounding years, yet in 1903 only 12,621 births were recorded. 


Although a period of financial depression due to the prolonged drought was just then terminating, 


it cannot be reasonably held that the conditions for 1903 were so extremely different to those for 1902 


and 1904 as to offer a sufficient explanation of the great drop during the intervening year.

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Of the 15,554 births recorded in 1909 for the whole State 3,635 took place within the metropolitan 
division of Brisbane, the corresponding figures for 1908 being 14,828 and 3,473. The births within 
the division of Brishane, but outside the 10-mile radius, exactly doubled last year as compared with 
1908: unfortunately the numbers were small in each instance so that the increase did not markedly 
affect. the total number of births. 

In only one instance in a division where the number of births exceeded 1,000 did the female birth 
exceed the male—namely, in Port Curtis—where, out of 1,384 births, 689 were males and 695 were 
females. Only speenionallls does this occur, although an excess of females will sometimes be found with 
the record of a much oreater number. On three occasions in Queensland since the introduction of 
registration in 1856 the female births have exceeded the male births in number—namely, in 1858, in 
1863, and in 1872. In the latter year there were 5,265 births recorded; since then there has always 
been an excess of male births. The proportion of female to each 100 male births during each year of 
the last decade was as follows :—

In 1860 the birth rate was 47°9 per 1,000 of the mean population. Since that date, with the 
exception of a slight recovery just 20 years ago, a steady decrease has taken place until 1903 when the 
very low ratio of 24°6 was recorded, or, but little more than one birth to every two that were recorded 
in 1860. The record of 1903 was followed by an advance to 27°1 in 1904 which was, however, temporary 
only, dropping in the following year to 25°9, but speaking generally the position in this respect may 
be said to have slightly improved during the past 7 years. 

Coloured aliens adversely affect both the birth and the death rates, contributing fewer of the 


former and more of the latter than their population numbers justify. The births of coloured aliens 
during 1909 numbered 98.

It is impossible to ascertain the coloured alien population, as since the Commonwealth Statistician 
took over the recording of Arrivals and Departures no attempt has been made to discriminate as to 
race of these as was done in the past, but it is well known that there are many fewer coloured aliens 
than formerly, practically all Pacific Islanders having been deported. Having no estimated alien 
population for 1908 or 1909, no alien birth rate can be deduced for those years. The following table 
is therefore to this extent imperfect :—

As pointed out the information is wanting for the last two years, but from the figures shown 
for those that are available it will be seen that this correction of the crude birth rate made for a 
considerable improvement for the true birth rate.

On the figures for 1909 Queensland with 27°24 stands third of the six States, being exceeded by 
Tasmania with a ratio of 29°90 and by Western Australia with 27°66. Taking the average of the rates 
for the quinquennium covered by the table, Queensland with 26°61 stands fourth, Tasmania, Western 
Australia and New South Wales showing a higher average birth rate. 


For many purposes, perhaps the best means of ascertaining the conditions with regard to the 
natural growth in numbers of the population is to compare the number of births with the number of 
(approximately) possible mothers. This is done in the following table :—

Unfortunately, for obvious reasons, these particulars are only ascertainable at or near a census 


period, so that until next year the knowledge as to the present or even recent position on this point will 
not be available. It is, however, quite evident that during the 30 years 1871-1901, a great reduction 
in the relative number of births took place, and this has undoubtedly continued to a greater or less 
extent up to the present time. 

Lllegitimate Berths. 


There were 1,088 illegitimate births registered as such during 1909, 550 males and 538 females. 
The numbers recorded in each quarter of the year are shown in the following statement :—

In 144 instances the mother gave birth to twins; of these there were 130 males and 158 females. 
The three lots of triplets comprised 6 males and 3 females. Of these three cases there was one each in 
the Registry Districts of Burnett, Cardwell, and Kennedy. The first consisted of 2 males and 1 female, 


the second 1 male and 2 females, and the last of 3 males. 


DEATHS. 

The experience for 1909 with regard to deaths was most satisfactory. A large proportion of the 
tables in the Appendix is devoted to the consideration of this section of Vital Statistics. A brief summary 
of the deaths and their ratio to the population for each of the last ten years is given in the following

There were 5,530 deaths recorded last year, 3,419 males and 2,111 females. These figures give 
ratios per thousand of the mean populations of 10°97 for males, 8°14 for females, and 9°68 for persons. 
That with respect to men is the most satisfactory recorded during the last ten years at least, and, with 
one exception, the same remark applies to both females and persons. In 1906 the death rates of 
females and of persons were 7°83 and 9°56 respectively. In that year exceptional conditions prevailed, 
the deaths recorded being fewer than in any of the 22 immediately preceding years. 

The reduced mortality in 1909 as compared with 1908 was largely attributable to the fact that 
influenza and measles were only present in the former year in a sporadic form, whilst epidemics of some 
virulence prevailed in some parts of the State during 1908. Organic heart disease, Bright’s, diarrhea, 


and enteritis were also much less in evidence as causes of death. 


Queensland compares favourably with the rest of the Commonwealth as to its mortality.

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In 1909 this State with its death rate per 1,000 of 9°68 was exceeded in this respect by Victoria 
with 11°24; Tasmania, 10°01; Western Australia, 9°85; and New South Wales, 9°75; South Australia 
with 9°37 being the only State of the Commonwealth having a more satisfactory ratio. On viewing the 
last column of the foregoing table it will be noted that in all the States the experience of 1909 was 
better than that for the whole of the quinquennium. Queensland, however, still kept the same relative 


position. 
Mortality Index. 


Many causes operate as a consequence of which a comparison of the crude death rates of different 
countries, or even of the same country at widely different periods, cannot be accepted as a true indication 
of the salubrity of the climate or the healthfulness of the people. To modify all or any considerable 
number of the facts so as to render the position more nearly equitable for comparison would involve such 
a complication of adjustment as to prove difficult in the extreme. One of the chief causes of divergence 
is the difference in the age condition of the population, and the International Statistical Congress has 
devised a method to meet this difficulty. A resolution was passed by this body inviting all Statistical 
Bureaux to publish with all mortality statistics a table giving a death index based on this scheme.

The age condition of the population of Sweden has been accepted as the unit, it being considered 
nearer normal than others in this respect, and the number of deaths of each country exhibiting the 
table at each age period is contracted or extended as the proportion of the population at that age is 
less than or exceeds the proportion of the population of Sweden at the same age period. Thus, last 
year, Queensland, with a crude death rate of 9°68, would have had an adjusted rate of 13°76, had the age 
condition been similar to that of Sweden. 


Ages at Death. 
Very full information is given on this point in a number of tables in the Appendix. Table 
No. VIII. deals with the number of deaths at different ages and during different periods. The following

Of the total of 5,530 deaths, 1,437, or 25°99 per cent., were recorded in the first quarter; 1,252, 
or 22°64 per cent., in the second ; 1,439, or 26°02 per cent., in the third; and 1,402, or 25°35 per cent., 
in the last quarter. Of all deaths 1,119, or 20 per cent., were of infants under 1 year of age; 340, or 
6 per cent., over 1 year and under 5 years of age; 381, or 7 per cent., between the latter age and 20 
years; 2,029, or 37 per cent., between the last age and 60 years; and 1,661, or 30 per cent., 60 years of 
age and upwards. 
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True Infant Mortality. 
The one death ratio that can be determined at all times with reasonable accuracy is that of the 
“true infant mortality,” because the data upon which it is based are always available. The number 
of births registered year by year manifestly fairly represents the population for the 12 months of 
those who are under 1 year of age, and, therefore, when taken in relation to the deaths of children 
under 1 year for the same period the resulting ratio is very closely accurate.

Although the rate for 1909 was not quite so favourable as that for 1908—namely, 7°19 against 
703, it yet was so much better than that for 1899—10°94—that the mean for the decade ending 31st 
December last—8°61—was the lowest ever recorded, that for the decade terminating 1 year earlier, 
being 9°00 to each 100 births. It is satisfactory to note the great improvement that has taken place 
during the last 6 years in the infantile death rate. Many causes have no doubt operated to this end— 
improved social conditions due to prosperity, establishment of the Health Department resulting in a close 
supervision of sanitary conditions and of food supply, also increase in medical knowledge whereby 
diphtheria and other infantile diseases have been deprived of much of their virulence. All these causes 
have helped to preserve infant life.

As the mean is for 10 years, whilst the figures are given at rests of 5 years, it will be seen that 
alternate figures embrace -a lap over of the preceding one. Figures for completely different years are 
contained in those given for 1880, 1890, and 1900, whilst there is only a lap of 1 year between the last 
named and that for 1909. The lap of that year would, however—unless the infant mortality for the 
next 5 months is abnormal—operate adversely to the last-named mean rate. From the above table it 
will be seen that during the last 29 years the rate of infant mortality has fallen from 12°98 to 8°61 per 
cent., a decline of 4°37 numerically and of 34 centesimally. 


The true infant mortality is very low throughout the whole Commonwealth.

Queensland with the infant mortality rate for 1909 of 7°19 per cent. was below Western Australia, 
780; and New South Wales, 7°43; but exceeded Victoria, 713; Tasmania, 6°56; and South Australia, 
6°13. Although the number of children who die in their first year in Queensland and the rest of 
Australia seems large, yet as compared with elsewhere it is not so. An erroneous impression has, 
however, got abroad to that effect, We, however, compare more than favourably on this point with 
other parts of the civilised world, as may be seen if the following rates are compared with those contained 
in the foregoing table—Enegland and Wales, 132; Scotland, 11°5; France, 13°6; Germany, 205; 
Austria, 21°11; Italy, 16°6; and Spain, 17°3. 

The risks to which early infancy are exposed are mainly confined to the first year of life; still a 
considerable number who survive their first year succumb during the second. After attaining 2 years of 
age a child’s hold on life seems fairly established, and but little fatal sickness ensues during the 
remainder of childhood.

Between the 12 districts quoted, all of which contain towns of considerable population, a wide 
divergence in the child mortality will be noted. Thus, Gympie, with a slightly larger relative child 
population, had less than two-thirds of Enoggera’s child mortality. As the climatic conditions are not 
appreciably dissimilar—not, at least, to Enoggera’s disadvantage—it would not be unreasonable broadly 
to assume that in that district the lives of some children were lost in consequence of inferior hygienic 
conditions to those prevailing at Gympie. In the whole State it will be seen that whilst children under 
2 years of age comprise some 5 per cent. of the population, they contribute 23 per cent. of the total 
deaths ; on the other hand children from 2 to 5 years of age contributing 7 per cent. of the population 
only provide 3 per cent. of the total mortality. Favourable as this is compared with other countries, 
the infant mortality of Queensland, surely any legislative or administrative measures that shall tend to 
its reduction are well “worth while.” 

Of such importance is this question of the mortality at different periods of life that even a 
further dealing with the subject is justified. The following table loses much of its interest from the 
fact that the age proportions of the population are now out of date, but, as corrected figures will be 
available after next year’s census, it is desirable not to break continuity by its omission :—

This question of the occupations of persons dying is of great moment as providing one factor 


upon which to base conclusions as to the degree of healthiness or otherwise of different vocations. 


At 


or near Census date, when the numbers of the population employed in the different callings can be 


gauged, fairly reliable data on this point can be formulated. It is a matter for regret that death 


certificates are not made even more accurate than they are 


as to the employment of the deceased. 


The particulars with reference to men are for the most part complete, but with regard to women there 


appears too often to exist 2 false sh 


ame on the part of relatives in recording the fact that the daughter 
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or sister was engaged in some occupation, and the fact that this had ceased for a short while during 
the last illness is at times availed of to omit reference to the fact in the death certifiacate, and a 
statement inserted implying that the deceased followed the usual domestic routine of their own home, 
to the great injury of reliable statistics. Thus, last year, out of the 5,530 persons who died, 2,110 males 
and 248 females were returned as following a definite calling. Of the 3,419 males who died 914 were 
under 15 years of age and for the most part too young to be returned as working, so that, allowing 
for those whose education was being carried on to a greater age than 15 and for those incapacitated by 
infirmity and sickness, the males were reasonably accounted for, but it is absurd to suppose that only 
248 women died in 1909 out of the large number who follow some avocation other than that belonging 


to the domestic work of their own homes.

When it is remembered that there are four public hospitals besides a large number of private 
ones located in Brisbane, all drawing patients from beyond the Metropolitan area and that, besides, the 
proportion of infants in their first year to the total population is necessarily much greater than in the 
rural and small urban districts, the fact that the death rate is something less than 11 to each 1,000 of 
the population bears eloquent testimony to the salubrity of the climate, and, with all its faults, to the 
sanitary condition of the city.

There were 475 deaths reported in 1909 from the General Hospital and the Hospital for Sick 
Children. These institutions are both in the City of Brisbane and are the reason for the greater number 
of deaths registered from that section of the Metropolitan area. The Hospital for Chronic Diseases 
contributed 61 deaths to the mortality of the City of South Brisbane. Other institutions drawing 
residents from beyond Brisbane also contributed in a minor degree to the death rate of an area of which 
they are not normally one of the population. 
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The following statement has been found of such interest in the past that its publication is 
continued, although ‘perhaps a little outside a report of this character :—

On perusing the above table it is noticed that “Organic Diseases of the Heart” has headed the 
list during each of the three years. This is not due to an increase in the proportion of deaths from these 
causes, but to the amalgamation in Bertillon’s system of several lines of the old classification which 
specified each particular part of the heart and are now all classed under the title of “ Organic Diseases 
of the Heart.” 


Organic Diseases of the Heart.—There were 518 deaths from this cause last year. In 1908, 593 
deaths were so returned, showing a decrease of 75 on those for 1908. 


Diarrhea and Enteritis returned 482 deaths last year which consisted chiefly of young children. 
This was a decrease on 1908 of 33 deaths. 


Tuberculosis—387 deaths from this cause were so returned last year, being a decrease on 1908 
of 13, and on 1907 of 8. This is partly, at least, due to the preventive measures taken, as also to some 
extent to those of a remedial character. This scourge, if not declining so rapidly as could be wished, 
has been checked in its progress, and, certainly, if present steps are continued and more strenuous 
measures adopted, a marked effect on its frequency and fatality may at no distant date be looked for.

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Table Tb shows the deaths from tuberculosis of the pulmonary and laryngeal organs. In 1909 
>» 341 deaths were so recorded, 260, or 79 per cent., of those whose length of residence could be ascertained 
were residents of the State for 20 or more years, while 37, or 11 per cent., were resident 10 to 20 years, 
thus showing that the great majority contracted this disease during their residence here. 
Table Ic. shows the deaths from all other tubercular diseases (excluding the pulmonary and 
laryngeal organs), and from these causes 46 deaths were recorded during 1909. As these include “ tabes 
mesenterica” and other infantile complaints, the figures quoted are very satisfactory. 


Cancer.—There were 341 deaths from cancer of all parts of the body last year, being an increase 
on 1908 of 4, and a decrease on 1907 of 12 deaths. Further details are given in the following table :—

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This terrible disease has been on the increase during recent years, and notwithstanding the large 
expenditure of time and money that has been devoted to its mitigation no great advance has yet been 


made towards the understanding of its cause and character. Much has, however, been done, chiefly 
towards discovering what it is not, frequently the first step in scientific research, and the most recent 
authoritative pronouncement in that direction is that it is not hereditary, or at least, if so, only to a 
very slight extent. 


Of the 341 deaths last year 19 were under 35 years of age, leaving 322 deaths from 35 years and 
upwards. This shows that it is a disease that chiefly attacks people who have passed middle life. 
Amongst the males the most frequent seats of cancer were the stomach and liver—no less than 65 were 
so recorded, whilst these parts were implicated in conjunction with others in many other cases. Amongst 
females the uterus, stomach, liver, and breasts were the parts most susceptible to this disease, attacks 
on these parts contributing 88 deaths last year. 


Senile Delility was the cause of death given in 241 cases last year as against 210 in 1908—an 
increase of 31 deaths. The term “senile debility” is a very indefinite term for a cause of death, but 
when a person passes the allotted span of three score years and ten and no specific disease makes itself 
apparent to cause death, but death results by the gradual failure of all the organs of the body, it is 
difficult for a medical attendant to furnish a more definite certificate. Further particulars as to the 
cause and exact age of persons 75 years and upwards who died during 1909 are furnished in Table Tf 
on the following page. 

564 persons—319 males and 245 females—attained the age of 75 and upwards last year, senile 
debility being responsible for 160 deaths, organic disease of the heart 89, congestion and hemorrhage 
of the brain 40, and chronic and acute bronchitis 34, and so on.

Of the 564 persons who died after attaining their 75th year 299, or 53 per cent., died before 
reaching their 80th year; 154, or 27 per cent., before their 85th; 83 before their 90th year; 23 before 
their 95th year; and 4 before their 100th year; while one female was recorded as attaining her 102nd 
birthday, 

Pneumonia.—233 deaths were recorded from this cause as against 215 in 1908, an increase of 
18 on those for the latter year. As this complaint is a frequent sequel to other diseases, the deaths are 
almost invariably in such cases recorded to the originating cause. 

Bright’s Disease was responsible for 186 deaths last year, this being a decrease on those for 1908 
of 36. Notwithstanding the decline of last year this disease would appear to be steadily on the increase. 
In 1904, 153 cases only were so returned, and each subsequent year has shown a marked advance on 
those figures. 

Congestion and Hemorrhage of the Brain.—168 deaths were so returned last year as against 158 
in 1908, being an increase of 10 on the latter figure. 

Acute and Chronic Bronchitis was given as the cause of 133 deaths during 1909, being an increase 
on those so returned for 1908 of 20 deaths. 

Typhoid Fever —There was a decrease in the number of deaths from this cause in 1909. The 
numbers were—1907, 84; 1908, 108; and 1909, 88. The attention given to the enforcing of preventative 
measures which now prevails where any outbreak of this fell disease occurs no doubt accounts for the 
fewer deaths from it during recent years. No information of the cases treated is yet recorded, so that it 
is impossible to definitely say whether there are fewer cases due to improved sanitary methods or whether 


remedies now adopted for its treatment are more successful in prev enting a fatal termination.

The cost of registration in country districts is yearly decreasing. The figures for 1907 were 
£1,433 5s. 4d.; 1908, £1, 353 1s. 4d.; and 1909, £1,121 12s. 1d.; thus showing a decrease since 1907 of 
S311 13s. 3d. 

It must be borne in mind that a considerable amount of gratuitous work is performed by all 
district registrars for foreign Governments and Consuls, and for Federal and State Departments. The 
volume of this gratuitous work in the General Registry Office is very great and constantly increasing. 


If charged for, as is done by other departments, the services would yield a very substantial addition to 
the departmental revenue.
